Moscow (Reuters-bef ore the time) Wo:?d has been sent that the 
Russian Army in Germany did riot revolt as rumored. The cause 
of the great commotion was the disappearance of the supply wagon 
containing the Army's only supply of "little water" within 3*000 
kilometers. The heavily guarded wagon left Dusseldcrf on July 
16 for the Army camp, a distance of perhaps 6 km, bt.t was never seen 
again. Many Russian officers believe that the wagon was sabotaged 
by the German civilian population. They wanted to level Eusseldorf 
and all other villages and buildings within 50 km to teach the 
Germans a lesson. A milder view, the one which fins.lly prevailed, 
was that the wagon "Big Barrel" (as it was fondly kr.own) dissappeared
